In the trial of Captain Mackenzie, mentioned in our laft, 
who-was found guilty of death by the Jury, 

The firft. witnefs produced, on the part of che Crown, was 
a John Jones, who was Captain’s fteward oc board the Active 
ordnance.fhip, ftationed on the coaft of Africa ; but as his e- 
vidence was not‘admitted, 

‘The next witnefs produced was John Mortimer, who was a 
volunteer in one of the companies commanded by Captain Mac- 
kenzie at Fort Moree: He depofed that ‘the deceafed Mac- 
kenzie having one day gone out of the fort, Captain Macken- 
zie ordered a file of men, one of whom was the witnefs, to go 
in purfuit of him, which they did, but could, not find -him ; 
upon which the Captain ordered two canaoa to be charged and 
Ist off, in order, if pofible, to find out the decezfed ; on’ the 
guns being fired, the blacks immediately appeared, and _faid 
that they had got a white man among them,. but did not deli- 
ver him up at that time: The Captain thea ordered out a par- 
ty of his men, commanded ‘by Mr Cochran, to go and fetch 
the deceafed, which they did. The deceafed ftopped at the 
door of Serjeant Andrews, and faid, “ Now] am going to be 
fnot like a dog ;’? here he pullcd off his own coat, and put on 
that of a grenadier, and immediately went to the battlement of 
the fort. . He fent word, by one of the foldiers who guarded 
him, to Captain Mackenzie, that he wanted to fpeak to him, 
which the Captain refufed to comply with, faying, that he was 
a traitor to his King and country ; and at the fame time defi- 
red the foldiers, who were 30 in number, to layhold of him 


and do théir duty, which they did, (the witnefs ‘was one ef }, 


the number who laid hold of him) and tied “his hands :to a 
handfpike extended ; they next tied his legs f{eyaratély 5 the 
deceafed was then ordered to ftand oppofite the cannon, which 
being complied with, his legs: were next tied round the mouth 
of it. Captain Mackenzie afked if any of them had a night- 
cap. He was anfwered, they had not. Upon which he 
brought.one of his own. While one cf the foldicrs was put- 
ting on the cap, the deceafed begged for God’s fake he might 
have half an hour given him.to pray ; which being ‘told to the 
Captain, he faid, ** No, you rafcal!’”’—* If any man fays a 
word in his favour, I will blow his brains out !”’

Here is a difference of /e- 
ven points ia the bearing, and an error of mere than four times 
the diftance.— From the fame Lochindaal..to Broadford is by, 
Mackenzie a bearing of N. by W. 4 Welterly, diftant eight 
miles, —thongh it really bears about N. Wefterly, diftant about 
four miles. . ' 

Dr Anderfon will not take up your time with farther fpeci- 
fications of this fort, nor with altercations about the charatter 
that either Mr Mackenzie or his maps bear; though he owns, 
that his ideas of moral re¢titude are not the fame with thofe of 
the man who can fo eafily fatisfy himfelf with the propriety of 
felling a chart, knowing it to be erroneous, for twenty. years to- 
gether, as Mr Mackenzie acknowledges he has done. Had 
no matertal error been difcovered by Mr Mackenzie, the flight 
apology that has been made might perhaps have been admitted, 
Butin the prefent cafe, efpecially after the melancholy acci- 
dent mentioned in his laft addrefs, Dr Anderfon. thinks it re- 
quires fuch a degree of cafuiltry to fatisfy the mind, as with vez 
ry litle addrefs, may reconcile it to other things, that mankind 
in general are difpofcd to look upon as highly culpable. 

Bur, to put an end to all farther altercations on this fubje, 
Dr Anderfon will here make one very plain propofal, which will 
atonice decide the matter in difpute. As Mr Mackenzie feems 
to pride himfelf on the-unequalled accuracy of his maps, he can 
furely have no exception to get that accuracy afcertained by one 
fingle trial. Dr Anderfon, therefore, hereby makes offer to 
accompany Mr Mackenzie,. or any perfon he thall appoint, to 
make an actual furvey of the harbour of Loch Boifdale in South 
Uift, on this condition; that if Mr Mackenzie’s chart of that 
harbour fhall prove to be accurate, Dr Anderfon hall pay all 
the expence of the furvey, with a reafonable allowance to Mr 
Mackenzie. for his trouble ; provided that Mr Mackenzie, on 
his fide, agrees.to pay the whole expence, together with a rea- 
fonable gratification to Dr Anderfon- for his trouble, if the 
printed map of that harbour fhall be found to-be erroneous.— 
With thefe candid wemarks, and this fair propofal, Dr Ander- 
fon, on his part, here clofes this controverfy, not intending to 
fay any thing further on this fabject till the furvey.is made,— 
em he would propofe that the accurate furvey fhould be pu- 

ithed. 

P. S. ‘Dr Anderfon condefcends upon Loch Boifdale a- 
bove, not becaufe he thinks it lefs accurate than others, but be- 
caufe he thinks it an usicommonly fine harbour, and therefore 
withes the Public to be poffefled of an accurate plan of it. If 
Mr Mackenzie is not fatisfied with the one trial above mention- 
¢d, Dr Anderfon will, if he.chufes it, name feveral other places, 
which he is ready to get furveyed on the fame terms.
